The death is announced from Naples 
of Cipriano La Gala, the most fero- 
cious brigan . of modern times, which 
took place at Portoferraio, on the 
island of Elba, where he had been 
confined for a number of years, chain- 
ed to the wall.

ly fall. The number of fish annually 
captured is immense. The best, and 
in fact only real, season for capturing | 
these fish is a few weeks in the early | 
autumn. They are caught in gill nets,| 
large or small, with a regulation mesh 
of six inches. The nets are placed 
along shore at the mouth of the rivers 
or across some channel of the stream, 
and visited every day. The fish en- 
tangle themselves in the meshes, which 
are made sufficiently large to allow the 
the young tish to escape by passing en- 
tirely through them, and are held 
until the fisherman comes and sectires 
his catch. The fish are then cut open 
from head to tail, and carefully clean- | 
ed inside and out, all the black skin 
being peeled off the back bone. They 
are then soaked in fresh water, then 
in salt brine, and finally packed in 
barrels, There are seldom more or 
less than twenty-three fish to a barrel. 
As each barrel brings about $12 cash, 
each fish is valued at fifty cents, 
This is, of course, the first cost of the 


fish. 
Salmon-fishing is only in its prime 


for about four weeks, between, say, 
July 25 and August 25. This fishing | 
is plentiful all along the rivers on the 
coast, and there is sellom one that has 
not saveral fisheries upon it. T should 
say that a barrel of salted salmon will 
average about 200 pounds in weight. 
Salmon are, other than above, preserv- 
ed by drying, smoking,and canning. 
The latter process is rarely, if at all, 
employed in Labrador: the other two 
seldom. They are smoked much as 
herring are, and dried in the sun much 
as codfish on fishflakes. Salmon are 
caught with thé hook and line: by | 
those who care to ang‘e for them, and 
as the rivers and bays are quite full 
at the proper season, it is a work of 
pleasure and profit to practice the réd 
with this king of fish in his native ele- 
ment and at home, when he is most 
abundant.

Never before in the annals of 
histrionic art, has Ford’s Opera 
House been greeted with such a 
refined and entusisatic audience

V. Davis, Mr. W. R. Davis, and 
Mr. Powhattan Beaty, in Macbeth, 
Riehrad and Ingomar. Long 
before the rising ot the curtain the 
people were eager for the perfor- 
mance to begin to satisfy their 
curiosity. The manager Mr. Da- 
vis made the entertainment a fi- 
nancial success but it wasa dra- 
matic failure. 


There were some redeeming 
features in the plays, but not suffi- 
cieut to compliment the whole 
performance as a dramatic suc- 
cess. The first piece was act I, 
and scene V, and VII, and act II, 
~scene I,in Macbeth. Miss Davis 
as Lady Macbeth wasa failure. 
dier reading no one will attempt 
to discount, but as an actress she 
lacks hurmony in her voice and 
seemed to disregard the fact that 
too much declaiming don’t make 
,an actor or actress. In the con- 
epiricy, where Lady Macbeth in- 
stigates Macbeth to murder Dun- 
en, she failed to impress or to 
demonstrate her great anxiety to 
have Macbeth murder the King. 
Her business was to look at Mac- 
beth and impress him and not 
the andience, which was the fail- 
ure in all of her peices except 
Parthenia, in Ingomar. Her great 
desire was it seemed to show her 
statue and declaim her part like a 
school girl. 


Mr. Beatty, made a hit in Mac- 
beth. He understood bis business 
but he was not properly suppor- 
ted. The next piece was an ex- 
tract from Richard II. Mr. W. 
R. Davis, as Gloster, Mr. Beaty as 
King Henry VI, Miss Davis as 
Lady Anne, and Mr. W. H. .H 
Hart as}]thé Earl of Richmond. 
The first scene was in act I. 
Glosters return, and on his way to 
the apartmentof Henry VI. Mr. 
Davis, rendition of Gl. sters solilo- 
quy was poor. [fis entrance on 
the stage was uubecoming and 
awkward. His pronounciation 
was indistivct, and his tragic 
strides were new and strange to 
the stage. In several instances he 
cut his words and spoke the lines 
too fast. Mr. Beaty, as Henry, 
VI, was good. The scene where 
Gloster stabs Henry VI, was made 
a farce vt, Mr. Davis fuiled to steb 
the old King but slightly struck 
him on the right leg; the King 
fell and died with not even the 
appearence of a stab. In the 
scene where Lady Aune is on her 
way to Chertsy with the body of 
her husband and is intercepted by 
Gloster showed a little improve- 
meut in the way of acting on the 
part of Mr. and Mise Davis. Miss 
Davis was too harsh and declama- 
tory. The “sword scene wus per- 
formed with effect and demoustra- 
ted good acting. 

Mr. Hart, as the Karl of Rich- 
mond, assured all that he under- 
stood his part and will no dondt 
make a fine dramatist. There 
were but a few redeeming features 
in the presentation of scenes trom 
this celebrated play. Mrs. Fannie 
Ridgeway as Queen Elizabeth was 
made rediculous when she bowed 
herself from the presence of Glos- 
ter.

What te Do with Stale Bread. 


There are so many ways te utilize stale 
bread that it seems a wonder so much is 
wasted in many households, says the Cin- 
cinnati Enguirer. We see it thrown irto 
garbage pails or left to mold by many an 
economical servant, who would gladly 
use it if she only ‘‘knew what to do with 
it.” It makes delicious griddle cakes 
when soaked in cold water. Three smal] 
slices with water enough to cover them 
should be sufficient, when the milk and 
flour are added, to make nearly two 
quarts of batter. Some cooks prefer to 
put in one egg, while others like them 
fully as well without. When the bread 
is soaked soft make it fine with a spoon, 
add the milk and su“icient flour to stiffen 
enough so that the cakes eap be easily 
turned. If sour milk is used add to the 
batter one teaspoonful of eréam tartar, 
dissolved in a little water, and one even 
even teaspoonful of soda. Thisis a good 
plan to follow in all uses of sour milk, as 
it seldom contains enough acid to entirely 
counteract the soda. Of course, when 
only a small quantity of sour milk is used 
twice as much cream tartar as soda should 
be taken, for when the milk is entirely 
sweet the proportions ate three even tea- 
spoonfuls of cream tartar to one of soda,
